The report of the firewards for the year 1905. 


Both companies have a full compliment of men 
and still maintain their usual standing, ever ready 
to respond to the call of fire at all times. The ap- 
paratus and equipment of the department is in 
good condition, except a little paint on the hand 
engine we think would improve the appearance of 
same. The engine house roof has been repaired 
and the house painted during the year. 

There have been three alarms for fire during the 
awe viz: 

August 30 at the Cheshire Blanket Co., which 
was put out without the aid of the engine. 

- October 26, fire at the Ryan place on Frost hill 
to which the fire department responded without 
the engine, as there was no chance for getting 
water. These were unoccupied buildings used as 
a storehouse, the total loss being about $1,500. 
The department did good work with pails and 
saved Mr. Hills’ home buildings. 

January io, fire at the Richardson & Pease 
picker house which was put out without the aid of 
the engine. 

The firewards of Marlboro’ feel that there isa 
great need of a fire alarm different than the 
present existing one, which is very poor, there 
being so many bells ringing at all hours day and 
night, and we would suggest making arrangements 
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with the Cheshire Blanket company to use their 
whistle and have wires running from their mill to 
Lowellville to a call box and to the engine house 
to another box and to the lower end of village to 
a third box. This arrangement we think could be 
put in at small cost and give us a good up-to-date 
fire alarm system that every one who heard it 
would know it was a firealarm, and we recommend 
that the $150 appropriated for a fire alarm be used 
to do this work if arrangements can be made with 
Messrs. Whitney & Clark to use their whistle.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The library has been opened every Wednesday 
and Saturday during the past year. The whole 
number of books issued on Wednesdays from 
Feb. 15, 1905 to Feb. 14, 1906, was 2401, divided as 
follows: Classified works, 427; fiction, 1024; juve- 
nile fiction, 908, and biography 42. On Saturdays 
from July 1, 1905 to Feb. 10, 1906, there were 2804 
books issued, divided as follows: Classified, 472; 
fiction, 1406; juvenile fiction, 879; biogrophy, 47. 

The circulation has been greater than any pre- 
vious year. During the year 212 books have been 
added and 130 books rebound, making a total of 
6299 volumes now in the library. Of the new 
books added, 125 were the gift of the president of 
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the library, Mr. Lowell C. Frost, the others having 
been purchased by the executive committee. 
Twelve well chosen magazines are in circulation 
this year.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


oO 


Submetted to the town of Marlboro by the school 
board: 


It is pleasant to know that progress has been 
the watchword with us as to education. Just be- 
fore the Civil war, Cheshire County led the state 
in public school matters and Dublin was foremost 
of all the other towns, while Marlboro’ with other 
places about the Old Monadnock, ranked among 
the highest in fostering their schools. But during 
the war attention and interest were of necessity 
diverted to other channels to the neglect and dis- 
advantage of the common schools. But our town 
was among the first after the close of the war to 
renew her efforts in behalf of general education. 
She was the first rural town in the state to classify 
and grade all her schools, proving that this could 
be successfully done and to the greatest advantage 
and welfare of the young people. By this means, 
with the aid of first-class teachers, she has become 
widely known for her educational work, especially 
in preparing and sending out more teachers, ac- 
cording to the population, than any other town in 
the state. Let her schools be wisely and judi- 
ciously managed and they will continue to advance. 

Nature has done much to render Marlboro’ at- 
tractive and beautiful, and the people have done 
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much to make their village, farms and summer 
residences alluring to visitors ‘and strangers passing 
through it,causing them to pronounce encomiums 
of admiration and praise upon it. Such are wont 
to speak of its neatness and thrift, its dwellings, 
churches, library and its general picturesqueness. 
~ When having seen it once they wish to see it again 
and enjoy its hospitality. Now naught else has 
done so much to add tothe natural, as her schools, 
churches and library. Let these languish and ad- 
versity would soon take the place of prosperity and 
incomers would seek elsewhere for country de- 
lights. 

Let our schools do their highest work and they 
will do more than any other instrumentality to en- 
lighten, enrich and beautify home and town. In 
view of these facts how can any true, unselfish and 
worthy citizen fail to doallin his power to help for- 
ward the public schools in educating the young to 
become ornaments and blessings to the world. This 
will make glad the present and the future. This 
will adorn social and historical life, writing the 
name of Marlboro’ high on the scroll of honor. 

It should be borne in mind that we regard edu- 
cation as having reference to the whole man—the 
body, mind and heart, and when justly admin- 
istered, in effect it makes him a complete creature 
after his kind. To his frame it gives vigor, activ- 
ity and comeliness; to his intellect, thoughtfulness 
and power; and to his soul supreme love to God 
and good will to man. So our schools are institu- 
tions for building up character for time and eter- 
nity. 

Now do all assign to education the position they 
should? Many things inferior have been placed 
above it. When its interests have come in compe- 
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tition with other interests, it has often been subor- 
dinated. It is related of a certain king that when 
he embarked on a voyage, attended by some of his 
courtiers, having a great weight of gold on board, 
as a storm arose, rendering it necessary to lighten 
the ship, he caused the courtiers to be thrown over- 
board in order to keep his gold intact. Are there 
not some parents who value their purse more than 
they do their children and so are ready to throw 
them overboard for the sake of saving and hoard- 
ing up vain lucre? Men are bound to act in keep- 
ing with their strongest motives. ‘This is as certain 
as that five pounds will weigh down one pound. 
So when we would ascertain the rank that educa- 
tion holds in a community, we must observe not 
merely what they say, but what they do. By their 
fruits they are to be known and should be judged. 
Some do not believe that the mind can be made to 
grow brighter and brighter like the rising sun till 
the perfect day, despelling the darkness of ignor- 
ance and superstition; they do not believe this as 
they believe that to-morrow will come, or planting 
corn will yeild a harvest; still the latter are no more 
governed by fixed laws than the former. The cer- 
tainty of compensation is as positive in the moral, 
as the physical; in the unseen as the seen. 

“Train up a child in the way that he should go, 
and when he ts old, he will not depart from it” It 
is not more certain that a thoroughly built steamer, 
well manned, will sail the ocean safely and shun the 
breakers than that a well trained child, symetrically 
developed as to the physical, mental, and spiritnal 
into maturity, shall make a safe voyage across the 
sea of life. The past proves this a thousand times 
true. 

The cause of education has been migratory, being 
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a bird of passage. As we trace it from Chaldaea 
through Egypt, Greece, Rome, France, Germany, 
England to America, it is discovered that all the 
way an effort has been made to build up by first 
building down; it was schooling the aristocracy to 
the neglect of the mediocracy. So the college and 
seiminary were established for the children of kings 
and the wealthy. This resulted in the education of 
the few and the serfdom of the many, making an 
impassible gulf between the rich and the common- 
ality. This course was first reversed in America, 
building up from the primary school to the univer- 
sity. Soin New England soil the public school was 
first planted. Here it so. worked that it is now 
spreading fareastward. England, France, Germany, 
Switzerland, Italy, Greece, Japan and other coun- 
tries, have adopted it andare putting it in practice. 
It aims to educate the masses. Through it is to 
come the rescue of the world, supplanting paganism 
by Christianity. Who would fail to have a hand 
in this exalted work? Why should not music sing 
its praise; art paint it upon the canvas; cut it into 
marble; poetry portray its worth, or scholarship 
show it is for the saving of the nations? It is 
hoped that our public schools are working to this 
end, building up real Christian character. 


THE PRIMARY AND INTERMEDIATE SCHOOLS. 


We think that our Primary and Intermediate 
grades have been doing the past year excellent 
work in this direction. Of course there will be 
occasional setbacks by the change of teachers, or 
some untoward circumstances. We have learned 
from experience that it is no trifling matter to 
secure a teacher just suited to a school; and when- 
evcr this is done, we should be very slow in making 
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a change. With the exception of a term of one 
school, the primaries have received the last year 
superior instruction. The intermediate classes 
have done well, making their grades, and so will 
be advanced at the end of the present school yéar 
with a very few exceptions. 

The chief drawback to these grades has been 
non-attendance, some from sickness, which can 
readily be excused, but most have been caused 
from remissness and negligence on the part of 
parents. Such a mistake or wilful act cannot be 
excused nor atoned for. It isa crime for a parent 
to allow his child to play the truant, or to keep 
him out of school when it is possible for him to 
attend, for thereby he keeps him from developing 
his faculties to their fullest extent. Somewhere 
and sometime, it would seem, they must receive 
just retribution for such overt acts. If one puts 
his hand into the fire it will be burnt and he must 
experience the pain from it; and so surely, if one 
keeps his child out of school and so hinders his 
growth, he will receive full recompense for the 
same. Would that all could see at once the real 
force of this law of retribution. 


THE GRAMMAR GRADES 


As soon as pupils reach the sixth grade they are 
old enough and should have discipline sufficient to 
govern themselves and seek the why and where- 
fore of things; and, as they reason, come to correct 
conclusions. At this period life is coming to have 
real significance and purpose. It has been gratify- 
ing to witness this fact portrayed on the part of 
the scholars in the different grammar grades. Of 
course there have been a few exceptions; the cause 
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of which may be traced, as a rule, to a lack of 


proper home training. They have been allowed 
to spend their evenings in by-places and do very 
much as they pleased. This unfits them to think 
and gain self-control. As such go into school they 
are not ready to govern themselves and concen- 

trate their minds upon their studies. Such are 
wont to be restless, inattentive and full of play. 
As they are reported to the parents, the latter too 
often lay the fault to the teacher, while really they 
are the ones most to blame. Would that all 
parents might be true and just to their children 
and then there would seldom be any trouble with 
them in’school, Certainly when children get into 
the grammar school they should govern themselves 
and do their best to make a good school, and if 
they do not, their parents should take them in 
hand and make them do their duty, not shirking 
responsibility by placing it altogether upon teach- 
ers and those in charge of the schools. 

From present indications, it appears now that 
most of the pupils in the grammar grades will so 
stand at the end of the school year as to be pro- 
moted; however, some will need make an extra 
effort to do this; so parents should look at once 
carefully after their children in this regard. If 
they have any doubts as to their rank, they should 
see their teachers, or the school board without 
delay, and so learn facts, which may enable them 
to remedy any defects before it is too late for them 
to mend, 

We are confident that the teachers in charge of 
these grades are competent and devoted to their 
work and should be recognized as worthy in- 
structors. 
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THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The number attending this school the present 
year is rising forty students, who are averaging 
well in their studies and moral standing. One 
term more will make two years since the new 
curriculum was accepted by the State Authorities 
and introduced into our school, thus placing it in 
file with other high schools in the State. We have 
now four regular grades in working order. A 
class will graduate next June, and one year hence 
there will be eight or nine to graduate, and if the 
school prospers, as we have reason to believe it 
will, still larger numbers will yearly go forth from 
its portals to do worthy service in the world. 

This school, as well as the lower grades, is a 
decided honor to the town, and if well sustained, it 
will do nobler service; for let students become 
acquainted with modern and ancient, classics 
in their native tongue, becoming able to lay 
hold of the best things of cultured Rome and 
Athens, to help them to a clearer understanding 
of the origin and growth of our language, all of 
which cannot fail to develop and enrich the char- 
acter of the young. This knowledge will show 
that our language has wonderful breadth, beauty 
and luxuriance of expression. One cannot run 
and read understandingly the works of Emerson, 
Milton and Shakespeare. There is no more inter- 
esting and helpful means of research than the study 
of philology. The history of Cesar, the orations 
of Cicero and the poetry of Virgil, have given force 
and finish to modern languages. In our system of 
education, we cannot afford to lose sight of this 
fact. In this age of amassing wealth, there is 
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danger of undervaluing everything that does not 
directly yield lucretive results. We should keep 
in mind that the specific end of our public schools 
is to develop, train and purify the mind, rendering 
it noble and fond of the good and beautiful. Its 
specific work is to manufacture mental power to 
become successful farmers, housewives, mechanics 
and professionals. Whatever is to be the voca- 
tion, we should keep in mind that the chief end of © 
education is to make a whole man, rounded full in 
soul, mind and body. Our schools should be such 
as to help every student in them with an aim in 
life and a will-power behind it, to run with good 
promise for any chosen goal. Once it was thought 
by the masses that an education would spoil one 
for business. So the promising child was kept 
from school and the dolt sent to college that he 
might gain a livelihood through religious charity. 
The girl was held passive in the home, till the 
parent could marry her to a man. The public 
public school today opens to her a chance for self- 
support, as well as to the boy. If true to her pos- 
sibilities, she may earn her own livelihood and 
write her name high among the worthies. , Every 
road to the scholar now leads out everywhere. So 
he that will do his level best, will surely reach van- 
tage heights. 

No one has ever gained real relish for knowl- 
edge without having experienced mental toil and 
struggle. It is climbing and sweating that pre- 
pares one to enjoy a splendid outlook from the 
mountain-top. The diamond must be polished to 
give out its brilliancy. The mind must be truly 
educated to exhibit its full strength and ability. 
Our system of education should labor for the real 
and solid things in language, geography, mathe- 
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matics, history, science and true culture. We are 
confident that this is what our high school is aim- 
ing at and striving to accomplish. “ 

The teachers in charge of it have done, we be- 
lieve, their utmost to render the school first-class. 
On account of sickness it has continued for the 
financial year but thirty-four weeks, but these will 
be made up at the beginning of the next spring 
term. The advanced grammar may make up two 
weeks at the same time. The other schools have 
been cut short two weeks for the want’ of funds. 
More extra mileages and other incidental expenses 
have been the cause of this to the deep regret of 
the school board, for it fully realizes that thirty-six 
weeks is demanded to keep the schools on a par 
with the best in the state. Most of the schools of 
Massachusetts furnish their pupils forty weeks 
during the year, requiring them to be present that 
length of time. 


THE SINGING AND DRAWING. | 


Singing has come to be an important and popu- 
lar exercise in our schools. Nearly all the chil- 
dren take part in it, rendering it one of the essen- 
tial branches.. If taught correctly it affords not 
only pleasure but discipline; a good work in this 
line has been achieved the past year. All from the 
youngest to the oldest should be required to learn 
and read the notes, as readily as we come to read 
lines of poetry and passages of prose. This re- 
quires studyand drill; and, as it is faithfully done, 
it gives discipline, as much so, as drill in mental 
arithmetic. The teacher in this department has 
given special attention and faithfulness to her 
work.

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More has been done in drawing with pencil and 
chalk the current year than ever heretofore in our 
schools; still nothing as much has been done in 
this direction as might be most profitable, for the 
want of time. It is no trite thing to have the mind 
so trained, as through the eye and hand to place 
objects before us, true to life and nature. This 
never fails to be of decided use to one in any call- 
ing of life. So drawing is a branch deserving to 
be encouraged. 


REPAIRS. 


Nos. III and IV. school buildings will need some 
special repairs in the way of papering the rooms 
and shingling the roofs. Some would say, use 
some of the general school money for this purpose. 
Of course this can be done, but we should be mind- 
ful when the law was made, permitting this to be 
done, there were then no mileages to be paid. 
Now these are liable to call for two hundred and 
fifty dollars or more, and as these come out of the 
money raised for general schooling, it is not safe 
to pay much of this money out for repairs. If this 
is done it is likely to shorten the schools. 

It is to be regretted that some are disposed to 
find fault with the schools, who never viszt them, 
and a few take special pains to cry them down; 
now is this just and Christian? Would that all 
would visit the schools and so be able to deal with 
them fairly and helpfully, and this would prove a 
blessing to them. 

In view of the facts pertaining to our schools, it 
does seem that our hearts should burn with enthu- 
siasm for their welfare, making us ready to support 
them well, to visit them often and know them by 
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actual touch, being able to criticise them fairly and 
justly, always with the view of making them better 
and more prosperous. 

Enthusiasm for good learning will surely en- 
courage its onward progress, suppressing selfish, 
grumbling, envious spite and striving to build up 
self by tearing down others. It will cause loyal 
hearts to cling to it with the consciousness that it 
is golden sands and precious shells which rough 
seas wash upon the strand. This will certainly 
cause everything to be done for our schools pos- 
sible, that our youths may go forth from them so 
educated and trained, as to reflect all the shades 
and colors of pure, earnest and refined Christian 


characters.
